7. (Original) The dual-bearing reel set forth in claim 5, wherein 
said mounting pod is a plate-shaped component whose surface is curved into a 

concavity such that said surface fitsVhe fishing rod.

transverse width that extends between said first and second inner surfaces; 

said rod mount has a second maximum transverse width that is measured 
substantially perpendicular to said aSlongitudinal axis of said rod mount; and 

said reel body has a one-piece Wei frame and separate first and second side 
covers coupled to said one-piece reel frame, said first and second side covers have 
third and fourth inner surfaces and a third trknsverse width that extends between said
